And We humbly Return Our further Thanks to Your Majeſty, for the 
Letter communicated to this Houſe the Seventeenth of February Inſtant ; and 
having taken it into Our immediate Confideration, We humbly Deſire of- Your 
Majeſty to Iflue the neceflary Orders for Seizing the Horſes and: Arms of the Pas 
piſts, and other Difafieted Perfons, and for Putting the Laws in Execution for 
Removing them from London ; -and that You will be pleaſed to give Dire&tions for 
a Search to be made after Arms and other Proviſions of War, which in that Letter 
are ſaid to.be in Readineſs. |

given for the ſpeedy Fitting out of fuch a Fleer, as Your Majeſty in Your great
